Teleacope Holder Just Completed and 


Pat Into Service. 


The new telescope holder at the gas 


works has been fully tested and proves 
to be entirely satisfactory. It is one of 
the finest pieces of work to be found 
anywhere. 
The holder proper was 


built by the Murray Manufacturing 
company, of Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Ohas. 


Zimmerman had charge of the work. 


The frame work was put up by the 


York Jail works. 
The contract capac- 


ity of the holder was 100,700 cubic 
feet, but owing to an inch and a half 
difference in the diameter, it will hold 
more than this. 


The holder is built entirely of steel. 


It is 63>£ feet in diameter and 19 feet 
deep. 
It is made in two sections. On 


the bottom of the inside holder a cup 
15 inches deep and 6 inches wide is 
built. 
On the outside of the outer 


holder, at the top, is an inverted cap. 
The inner holder comes up first, -the 
cup fills with water and'fills the cup of 
the outer section, the water making a 
gas-tight joint. The inner section lifts 
the outer section as the holder fills 
with gas. 


The inside holder is CO feet in diam- 


eter, 18 feet deep. 
The outer holder is 


61 feet, 1% inches in diameter and 18 
feet deep. 
The frame-work consists of 


eight columns 37%, feet high, 
on 


which the guide-holders run. 
The 


whole is well braced and securely held 
together. 
In the construction of the 


holder 76,209 rivets were used; in the 
water tank 19,735; making a total of 
95,944 rivets used in the work. 
Great 


credit is due the builders of the holder 
for the excellent manner in which they 
performed their work. 
Not a single 


leak has been discovered, and every- 
thing works exceedingly smooth. 


With the two other holders, one of 


which holds 30,000 and the other 19,- 
000 cubic feet, the gas wurks now has 
a holder capacity of 155,700 cubic feet. 
All three holders will hardly be needed, 
and Supt.

Covered with water two feet and the 
Omaha tracks are used in the transfer 
of trains at Eauclaire. Duncan creek, 
a tributary to the Chippewa river 
here is also doinp much damage as the 
•water is backing up in it from the 
river. 


The Chippewa Lumber and Loom 


Co.'s mill and lumber yards are all un- 
der water. Every resident and busi- 
ness man on River street have moved 
out. 


It is thought by many that this is 


only the beginning, as there is no pos- 
sible hope of getting a channel cut 
•through the jam of logs and ice. 


The river gorge is now 23 feet high 


and Jour and a half miles long. All 
"the farming country five miles south 
in the town of Wbeaton is under water 
and the loss to farmers is enormous.

lives and in some places houses and 
"barns are carried away. 
Live stock 


has been lost by every farmer. The suf- 
fering by those obliged to move is ter- 
rible, as the thermometer shows from 
19 to 15 degrees below zero. 
At 10 a. 


.m. all hope was given up of saving the 
entire business portion of the city from 
being submerged. 
The ice is rapidly 


forming four miles below and the wa- 
ter is rising in the city at the rate of a 
foot an hour. 
Everybody is making 


preparations to move to the hilt 


A report that another gorge is form- 


teg' at Little Fall*, 30 miles above here, 
•was brought in Tuesday morning and 
increased the panic, as in case of ita 
breaking suddenly 
the whole city 


would be swept away. 


At Flambeau farm the river ran over 


Its banks, destroying 300 head of live 
..ftock, and ruined a dozen farms and 
'buildings. It is feared that the course 
of the river will be changed, throwing 
it directly on the town and completely 
;lmmdating it. 
In that event heavy 


loss of property and life can not be 
averted. The bottom lands are covered 
with water and a great loss of stock 
has been reported by farmers. 


In making its way past the region 


where the flood is raging a train on 
the Wisconsin Central, running from 
St. Paul to Chicago, lost more than 
two -hours. 
Finally it succeeded in 


reaching Irvine station, a small place- 
near Chippewa Falls. 
As far as a 


•mile on every side of the town, includ- 
ing Irvine station itself, the water has 
reached such a height that mea and 
animals can nolonger venture out safe- 
ty. From 700 to 1,000 men were at work 
and the scene was clotted by lights of 
lanterns used in the work. It was de- 
cided by the residents that the use of 
dynamite might save their homes and 


. the town from destruction. All night 


long, as often as possible, sticks of the 
strong powder were exploded in the 
.endeavor to break the 
ice gorge. 


Meanwhile wagons loaded with house- 
hold goods and the portable possessions 
of residents \vere being hauled away 
to places of safety in the woods to the 
east of the city. 


Many reports are meager and uncor- 


roborated, but it is safe to estimate 
that at least 3,000 horses, cows and 
fiogs have met death in the flood.
